That the interest in the public library is on the gain is 
very plainly shown by the increased number of books 
taken out the past year—an average of fifty volumes each 
week, as against an average of forty-three last year. 

There have been but few books added by purchase as 
there has been no appropriation made for that purpose. 

Several friends have generously donated interesting and 
helpful books—notably Mrs. McMurphy, Mr. and Mrs. 
Childs, of Henniker, and Amos L. Prescott, of New 
York. The latter gave “The History of our Country,” 
in eight volumes, a valuable contribution. 

The kindness of George H. Hoyt Post in permitting us 
to hang in our library the pictures that formerly adorned 
Grand Army Hall, adds greatly to its attractiveness and is 
truly appreciated.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, 


The year just past has been a successful one for the 
schools of Epsom. No sickness or other calamity in any 
_ school has caused it to close. The delay in filling vacan- 
cies in the school board last spring made it more difficult 
to secure a full corps of teachers for our schools, but we 
were finally fortunate in securing the services of Miss 
Bruce for the vacancy in the Center school, and Miss 
Dodge for the North Road school. Six schools of thirty ~ 
weeks each have been maintained during the year, taught 
by eight teachers. Only two changes of teachers were 
made during the year. Miss Dodge, on account of ill- 
health, gave up her school at the end of the first term, 
and Miss Davis resigned her position as teacher of Short 
Falls school at the end of the spring term to accept a po- 
sition in a graded school. 

Teachers are sometimes changed too often for the best 
results in schools. A good teacher once secured should 
be retained until good reasons appear to the contrary. 
Generally a change of teachers from term to term is equiv- 
alent to sacrificing a large fraction of it in advance, leav- 
ing the chances against us for the remainder. In arith- 
metic the importance of accuracy and certainty was urged 
upon all the pupils. Not only should the results be ac- 
curate, but the pupil should know for himself that they 
are so. If he had any doubt concerning a result he was 
asked to examine each and every step of his work to see: - 


First. That it was a proper one to take. 
Second. That it was taken at the right time. 
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Third. That it was taken correctly. 


One example thus solved and proved by the learner is 
of more real value to him than half a dozen solved by him 
and proved by another, or tested by comparison with a 
printed answer.. A similar painstaking interest was man- 
ifested by teachers in other branches taught, and pupils 
made good progress in their studies. 

Teachers, whether graduates of normal schools or not, 
need to use modern methods, and to do this should have 
modern text-books to use. Many books published a dozen 
years ago are out of date and unfit for use in our schools ; 
and although “ Economy has beer*the watchword” with 
us the past year, we felt it to be our duty to change our 
old readers for the Progressive Series of Readers by 
George I. Aldrich and Alexander Forbes. Our experi- 
ence with the readers has been very satisfactory. We 
have found them well graded, practical and interesting, 
and thoroughly effective as a means of teaching reading. 
We also put one copy of ‘Cram’s Modern Atlas; the 
World Indexed,” into each one of our schools. It con- 
tains a large amount of valuable information. 

The one who said,— 


‘+ He that hath not music in himself, 
Nor is not stirred by concord of sweet sounds. 
Is fit for treason, stratagems and spoils. 
Let no man trust him,”’— 


did not intend to cast any reflections on such pupils as 
ours, for we think all of our pupils love music more or less, 
and not a few of them have a fine talent for music; and it 
is hoped they will have a chance to cultivate that talent. 
We think it our duty and should be our pleasure to make 
a suitable appropriation to have vocal music taught m 
our schools again the ensuing year. Mrs. Hartwell, our 
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music teacher during the past year, has the capacity of 
keeping up a lively interest in her classes, and good prog- 
ress has been made by a goodly number of her pupils. 

Parents should see that their children are constant and 
punctual in their attendance at school, that they may lose 
no opportunity to learn to read the English language well, 
to learn to write with despatch a neat and legible hand, to 
learn the first four rules of arithmetic, so as to dispose 
with accuracy of every question of figures that comes up in 
practice, and that they may improve every opportunity to 
learn to write pure grammatical English. They should 
urge their children to strictly obey all proper rules of 
school, to do just right at all times, let who will be teacher, 
and to love learning for the good it is sure to do them all 
along through life. If all parents will be faithful in these 
particulars, our schools will be prosperous and efficient to 
a degree exceeding the most sanguine expectations of the 
most ardent friends of education, by sending forth men and 
women in the future as in the past who shall be fitted to 
engage successfully in the arduous and responsible duties 
of life. 

Our truant officer reports the number of children in 
Epsom, October 15, 1904, between the ages of 5 and 16 
years, as boys, 68; girls, 51. 

For length of schools, names and wages of teachers, 
number of scholars in each school, and average attendance, 
etc., you are referred to a tabular statement on another 
page, all of which we trust may receive your careful atten- 
tion and we hope approval.
